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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant argues the following: 

(A) "...at no point does Fludger discuss the ffect on RIN if both forward and reverse pumping are performed simultaneously." (pg. 7, lines 
4-5). 

(B) Since Fludger teaches that counter-pumping is favored over co-pumping, Fludger teaches away from combined forward and reverse 
pumping (pg.7, 3rd paragraph). 

Argument (A) is not persuasvie because the Examiner never asserted that Fludger teaches both forward and reverse pumping 
simultaneously. The Examiner merely relies on Fludger for the the teaching of "the effects of pump propagation direction on RIN transfer." 
(see pg. 3 of Office Action dated 2/10/06). 

Argument (B) is not persuasive because Fludger does not state that single pumping is preferable over combined pumping. It merely 
states that counter-pumping is favored over co-pumping. Further, Fludger*s equations, themselves illustrate that the effect of co-pumping 
and counter-pumping can be analyzed independently in that equations (2) and (3) on page 16 identify the variables Vs as the group 
velocity, D as the dispersion, delta A as the pump signal wavelength difference, L as the fiber length, Leff as the effective fiber length, and 
alpha-p as the attenuation. Nowhere in the equation is an additional pump factor considered. Further, Fludger never addresses the 
equations exclusive use to a single pumping configuration. Since simultaneous pumping of Raman amplifiers is ubiquitious in the art and 
Fludger does not specifically indicate that the equations can not be used for such a configuration, a plain reading of the Fludger reference 
would indicate that the equations (2) and (3) apply to all combinations of co-pumping and counter-pumping.
